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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Chou reference is used to teach that in order 
to unlock a mechanism through the retraction of parts in a horizontal axis transverse to the longitudinal axis it is known to provide a lever 
that pivots through a horizontal axis transverse to a longitudinal axis of a unit. Keesee discloses the release mechanism not provided by 
Chou. However. Keesee's release lever rotates about an axis parallel to the longitudinal axis of the unit and this is where the teaching of 
Chou is used. 
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
